design of the stamp have not yet 
been decided, but the stamp will be 
issued towards the end of the year. 

Sir William Rowan Hamilton, one 
of the few really great mathema- 
ticians of the nineteenth century, 
was born in Dublin in 1805. At the 
age of thirteen he had mastered 
thirteen languages, and before 
he was fifteen was thoroughly 
acquainted with the ordinary 
university course in mathematics 
and had started original mathema- 
tical investigations of a most promis- 
ing nature. 

While still an undergraduate at 
Trinity College, Dublin, he was 
appointed, in 1827, syccessor to Dr. 
Brinkley in the Andrews Chair of 
‘Astronomy in the University of 
Dublin. He held this post until his 
death in 1865. He was a in 
1835, on delivering the address as 
secretary to the British Association 
for its Dublin meeting. He occupied 
the post of President of the Royal 
Irish Academy for many years, and 
was an honorary member of most of 
the great scientific academies of 
Europe,

Death of Former 
Irish M.P. 


The death took place at his resi- 
dence, Glena, Booterstown, Co. 
Dublin, last night, ‘after a long 
illness, of Mr. Patrick J. Brady, ex- 
Senator, former M.P. for Stephen’s 
Green Division, Dublin, and a past 
President of the Incorporated Law 
Society. He was aged 75 years. 

Born in Dublin in 1868, Mr. 
Brady received his earlier education 
at St. Vincent’s College, Castle- 
knock; later went to University 
College, Dublin, and finally qualified 
as a solicitor in 1893. As senior 
partner and afterwards head of the 
firm of Messrs, Brady and Hayden,

he built up an extensive practice, 
which expanded in later years when 
he joined partnership with Mr. 
Dawson, a brother of the Rev. John 
Dawson, .U.S., Leeson street, 
Dublin. Held in high esteem in his 
profession, Mr. Brady was a member 
of the Council of the Incorporated 
Law Society of Ireland, a body of 
which he ultimately became Presi- 
dent. He was a member of the 
Advisory Committee set up to 
frame the Rules of Court for the 
new Irish Free State judiciary. In 
January, 1927, he was co-opted a 
member of the Senate, but failed to 
retain his seat at the subsequent 
election. 

Mr. Brady first came into the 
political limelight in 1910, when, as 
a member of the Irish Parliamentary 
Party, he was elected M.P. for the 
Stephen’s Green Division, Dublin, a 
constituency he continued to repre- 
sent until 1918. 

Always an active worker in 
Catholic social welfare work in the 
city, he ‘was a member of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society and also 
lent his ready heip to the work of 
other shatiteble organisations. <A 
man of many activities outside his 
rofession, he was a director of the 
Hibernian Bank and of the Great 
Southern Railways Company. 

His late wife, Evelyn, was a 
daughter of the late John Douglas

Berlin Says 
Big Soviet 
Attack Near 


HE German News Agency said 
last night :— 
“Red Army prepartions for 

a large-scale summer offensive on 

the Kursk front are complete. The 

Russians have continued their con- 

centrations in the region te the 


south of Moscow on an increased 
scale, numerous Soviet rifle and tank 
divisions being concentrated, especi- 
ally in the region of Kursk. During 
the last few days the Soviets 
furthermore have concentrated con- 
siderable quantities of heavy 
artillery. All indications are that 
Soviet preparations for a summer 
offensive on a large scale have now 
been mainly completed. 

“Transport of material and the 
supply of ammunition to the troops 
can be considered as having ‘been 
completed, and it may be assumed 
that the Soviet Command intends to 
start the offensive in the near future, 
in order to eliminate the threat to 
the region of Moscow from the bend 
near Orel. It seems that in this 
central sector the Soviets have con- 
centrated the available reserves, 
while the operations in the Kuban 
bridgehead and in the Leningrad re- 
gion must apparently be considered 
of only secondary importance.”’ 


KUBAN GAINS 


Russian troops in the Kuban, after 
a short lull, have passed to the 
attack again north-east’ of Novoros- 
sisk.

ALLIED PROGRESS 
Having paid a tribute to Mr. 
Churchill whom he described as 
‘the greatest. Englishman of our 
tirhe,” Mr. Eden said that they 
were met at a time when it was 
proper to rejoice. Huge territories 
had been re-occupied by the indomit- 
able Red Army, in the Far East 
China had maintained her resistance, 
and in the South Pacific Allied 
forces had brought Japanese expan- 
sion to an end and had begun the 
task of  re-conquest. American 
forces in the far North Pacific had 
made progress in _ operations, 
“which, we trust, will dr&e the 


Japanese from the Aleutian Islands,” 
The enemy had suffered major 
strategic defeats on ail fronts and 
suffered losses of men and material, 
which he can never replace. 

“‘It would be a waste of time to 
argue which is better—night or day 
bombing. We know what is best for 
Germany—neither day nor night 
bombing, but day and night bomb- 
ing, ceaselessly, continuously, hour 
by hour, tilt the war is won. That 
is the programme we, have prepared’ 
for Germany.” The Soviet Union 
was joining in the offensive on 
Germany from the other side. ‘* So 
Germany is being bombed not only 
round the clock, but, round the map. 
Nor will Mussolini be forgotten.’’ 

Looking into the future, he said: 
“There are some who appear to 
think that once victory has been 
gained in the field the greater measure 
of our anxieties will be at an end. 
With all the emphasis at my com- 
mand, I must warn you that this is 
not so. The task of reconstruction, 
national and international, will be 
infinitely more baffling and more, 
complex this time than it was twenty- 
five years ago.
